Damaged Trousers 


We believe there is a chemical damage on these trousers. Can 
you help us?—R. H., Puerto Rico 


rhere is no evidence of any chemical damage. Micro 
scopic examination shows that the damage has been duc 
to scorching of the fabric which in turn has fused it, The 
fact that on one side the damage follows a definite line also 
indicates that the fabric has been scorched in some manner 

Although we were unable to detect an iron mark, the use 
of a hot iron is usually responsible for such damage, The 
garment could accidentally have contacted something hot 
that might have produced the straight line patte m 

lhis could not have occurred by steam finishing on a 
press and we be lieve it has either been ( iused by hone 


ironing of by accidental contact with a hot object 


Holes in Trousers 


We discovered holes in these trousers after the cleaning proc 
ess had been completed. Can you explain what caused them? 
D. C., Georgia 


A strong mineral acid has caused the holes in these trou 
sers. Although we cannot determine the exact source of this 
damage, we believe it was probably brought about by sul 
furic hydrox hloric id or the like The most common 
source of damage is sulfuric acid which is found in storage 
batteries of autorsobiles and therefore easily contacted 

The damawe ap pe its pretty much along al straight linve 
fairly low on the leg. This indicates that the customer may 
have leaned agaims? a table, bench or similar object contain 
ing the acid

Hat Discoloration 


We cleaned this hat with regular solvent with the resulting 
discoloration. What caused this condition?—T. L. C., North 
Dakota 


The dark mottled condition of the hat as well as the stiff 
ness has been caused by severe redeposition ot soil lhis 
redeposition may have been caused by a failure in filtration 
which perhaps allowed some activated carbon and soil to 
come back in the washer or the hat may have been run at a 
time when there was a great amount of soil in the solvent 
of the washer 

The onls hope of restoring the color would be to soak the 
hat in a bath of solvent containing a good concentration of 
detergent: the old ty] 
better, Kee p the hat submerged and allow it to soak for sev 
eral hours. Then rinse it in the washer for a few minute: 

If the hat is not completely cleared it will then be nec 
sary to soak it in a bath of water, adding a wetting agent
